On the other 
side a Unicorn or Lion climbing a pole inside as find enclosure was found in digging a well, | 
piece copper with head facing left, with the words around. Georgius IV D.G. Rex on the other 
side a harp & crown the words & date worn off. 


1 piece, copper, with 10 cent in enclosure of wreath & colonies & other word worn off, 
date 1441, on other side head facing left & words Louis Philippe 1. Roi Des Francois. 


1 Silver half dollar, Liberty & stars around, date 1822. Eagle & 3 arrows &c. on the other 
side. 


1 Silver Shilling, head facing right words Carolius HI, Dec. Gratia, date 1777 other side a 
square with Unicorns & so forth & words around.
